Hawthorne who observed of New Hugland, 
that it has ‘no climate, but:only samples.’ 
Contrast the weather in. Boston, New York 
or Chicago, with that of places in the same 
latitude in-China. It ts not that China‘ is 
not, as the geographies used’ to. affirm of 
the United States, ‘ subject to uxtremes of
